SIR JOHN CAULCUTT’S ADDRESS 


The Twelfth Ordinary General Meeting of Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) was held on 9 December at 
Southern House, Cannon Street, London, E.C.4. ue : 

Sir John Caulcutt, K.C.M.G. (the chairman), presiding, said : 
Turning to the balance sheet as at 30 September 1937 you will 
notice that the tetal of £110 million reached last year has been 
maintained. On the liabilities side, current, deposit, and other 
accounts amount to £96 million. On the assets side of the balance 
sheet the item cash in hand and with bankers stands at 
£22,758,000. This figure is £2$ million lower than at 30 Septem- 
ber 1936 but it represents a ratio to current, deposit, and other 
accounts and note circulation of no less than 23.39 per cent. 

Investments, at £28,334,000, are greater by £500,000. All 
our investments, with the exception of a few hundred thousand 
pounds, have definite maturity dates, and a very large por- 
tion of them is short-dated. Advances, at £35,918,000, reveal 
the satisfactory increase of £3,713,000. 


CONDITIONS IN SOUTH AFRICA 

Reports indicate that both wholesale and retail business in 
South Africa was again maintained on a satisfactory level during 
the year under review. Agriculturists benefited from increased 
local demand and also from higher world prices for a number 
of products which they export, while country storekeepers 
enjoyed improved trade, as a result of the freer circulation 
of money in rural districts. 


MOVEMENT OF PRICES 

Primary producing countries, with many of which we are 
so closely concerned, have been particularly afiected during the 
past eight years by the wide movements in prices, which have 
exerted such an important influence on the trend of economic 
conditions generally. It may be said that all industries and 
all countries suffered as a result of the dislocation caused 
through the catastrophic fall in prices that took place in the 
years following 1929. Primary producers, however, experi- 
enced not only a reduction in income, through a decline in the 
selling price of their commodities—out of which they had fixed 
charges to meet—but also suffered a loss of purchasing power 
because that decline was more severe than the fall in the prices 
of the manufactured goods which they consumed. 

The inability of primary producers to purchase their custo- 
mary quantities of imported goods reacted unfavourably upon 
conditions in the manufacturing countries, and, consequently, 
contributed to the large rise in unemployment among industrial 
workers. ‘The maintenance of prosperity in the primary pro- 
ducing countries is, therefore, of great importance to those 
nations, such as the United Kingdom, which are dependent on 
oversea markets for the disposal of a considerable part of 
their output. 

The correction of these price maladjustments was, no doubt, 
partly responsible for the improvement in international trade 
which has been noticeable in the last four years, in spite of 
the continued existence of many barriers and restrictions. At 
the same time the growth in the exchange of goods between 
nations has been the result partly of the increasing purchases 
by manufacturing countries of raw materials to satisfy domestic 
requirements, and this development has been reflected in the 
rise in the adverse visible trade balance of certain of the 
important industrial States. Over a short period it is difficult 
to assess the precise significance of a movement of this nature. 
If the increased purchases are being made out of capital, such a 
condition could not be continued indefinitely, and every effort 
should be made to pay for imports by exports, either visible 
or invisible. 

For a considerable period after 1929 world markets of primary 
commodities were overshadowed by the abnormally large stocks 
that had accumulated. These stocks have since been reduced, 
thereby removing one of the principal factors tending to depress 
prices. To some extent the reduction in stocks of commodities 
was the result of the operation of the various restriction 
schemes and of the normal influence of the depression in caus- 
ing a decline in output. More recently, however, increased 
demand seems to have been the main influence. The growth 
in industrial activity, accelerated to some extent by the inaugu- 
ration of extensive programmes of re-armament, led to increased 
consumption and to the replenishment of stocks by manufac- 
turers, and these movements were accompanied by speculative 
activity. The rising trend of commodity prices was particu- 
larly marked in the closing months of 1936 and in the early 
part of this year, and, in view of the rapidity of the advance, 
the break which occurred in the second quarter of 1937 was 
not altogether surprising; up to a point it may have been 
healthy, but it is difficult to find adequate justification for the 
extent of the decline which took place. 


NET PROFIT AND DIVIDENDS 

The net profit for the period under review is £431,209, com- 
pared with £401,192 for the previous year. The board now 
recommends the payment of final dividends at the rate of 8 per 
cent, per annum on the cumulative preference shares, and at 
the rate of 64 per cent. per annum on the ‘‘A” and “B”’ 
shares, less income tax in each case at the rate of 4s. 4d, in 
the £. The dividend for the year, therefore, on the ‘‘ A’ and 
“B” shares is at the rate of 6 per cent. 

The Report and Accounts were unanimously adopted.

LORD WARDINGTON’S REVIEW 


The Seventy-fifth Ordinary Meeting of the members of the 
Bank of London and South America Limited was held, op 
14 December, at the head office of the bank, 6, 7, and 8, Token. 
house Yard, London, E.C. 

The Rt. Hon. Lord Wardington, chairman of the bank, pre. 
siding, said the gross profits are up by £742,000, the total bej 
£1,827,000, and the net result is an improvement in the bank’, 
earning capacity of some £210,000 in the year, the net profit 
being £462,074, as compared with £252,850 last year. 1 feel 
sure you will agree that this is satisfactory when you bear in 
mind the relatively low values of many of the currencieg jp 
which our profits are made, and furthermore that profit and los; 
account this year has borne exceptional expenditure, such as 
the losses of subsidiary companies, which should be non-recur. 
ring, as also transfer expenses, likewise non-recurring, which, 
under the laws of the various countries, have been incurred in the 
taking over of the business of the Anglo-South American Bank. 
Relieved of these charges, und in the knowledge of the fac; 
that our programme of economies has perforce been a gradual 
one, only a portion of which has emerged in the year under 
review, I feel that we can look forward with some degree of 
optimism to the results of the year now before us. 

Your board, therefore, are glad to be able to recommend on 
this occasion the payment of a dividend of 5 per cent. per annum 
subject to income tax. It gives your board pleasure to make 
this larger distribution, as we are the first to realise how patient 
you have been with the small return you have received for s0 
many years on your capital investment during an unprecedented 
period of lack of confidence between nations, which has retarded 
the return to normal conditions in international trading. 

FOREIGN EXCHANGE FACTORS 

Mainly through the operation of ‘‘ compensation ’’ trade 
treaties, much of the overseas trade of South America continues 
to be confined within set channels. ‘These arrangements are an 
integral part of the foreign exchange régimes in certain of the 
Republics, which include the official control of imports and of 
rates of exchange, and, generally speaking, there has been little, 
if any, relaxation of the exchange controls which weigh heavily 
upon all activities. 

Nevertheless, if you compare the rates of exchange on 30 Sep- 
tember last with the corresponding rates twelve months earlier 
you will see that these represent a higher sterling value for the 
principal currencies concerned. 

The improvement during the past year in the exchange value 
of the currencies mentioned, as also the rather greater ease of 
remittance, may be ascribed directly to the improvement in South 
America’s export trade, which resulted from better world 
demand and enhanced prices for certain primary products. 

Events during recent months have demonstrated very clearly 
the dependence of the Republics upon world commodity market 
conditions and the characteristic suddenness with which a wave 
of depression may be followed by one of prosperity and vice 
versa. 

FALL IN PRICE LEVELS 

Since March last there has been a pronounced fall in the 
general level of world prices of primary products, which 
naturally led to a declining tendency in the value of exports 
from the principal South American countries. If this movement 
continues the adverse effect upon the supply of foreign exchange 
cannot fail to be a cause for preoccupation. Indeed, in the case 
of Brazil, the exchange value of the milreis has fallen decidedly 
since the end of last September to around 90 milreis per £ 
sterling, undoubtedly influenced by the shortage of export bills 
resulting from the difficulties of the coffee trade, and in mid- 
October daily limits were imposed upon the amounts of exchange 
supplied in cover of imports and for other remittances, while 
future transactions in exchange were prohibited. 


THE FUTURE 

You may wish me to conclude with some remarks as to future 
prospects. One of the most important factors in the general 
well-being of the world is the political and financial stability 
of those two great economic units—the British Empire and the 
United States. Considerable importance, therefore, attaches to 
indications of economic rapprochement between them, such as 
the discussions now proceeding for a trade agreement. At the 
same time general opinion inclines increasingly to the view that 
the future levels of commodity prices will be largely determined 
by conditions in the United States. 

The volume of business, as you know, has developed very 
considerably as compared with two years ago; the improvements 
in our organisation consequent on this development, the 
economies which we have already effected and which we hope 
still further to effect, the recoveries of old bad debts which 
are substantial and satisfactory, are all matters for congratula- 
tion. 

The ordinary meeting was followed by an extraordinary meet- 
ing of shareholders, at which it was agreed to alter the Articles 
of Association so as to bring these up to date and to permit of 
the conversion of the shares into stock, which conversion, the 
meeting agreed, would be effected forthwith. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

Both imports and exports last month were sub- 
stantially greater in value than a year ago, the increase 
for imports being, as usual, greater than that for ex- 
ports. This was doubtless due, in part at any rate, to 
the greater rise in prices shown for imports than for 
exports. 

Imports, valued at £97:3 million, were the highest 
since January 1930, and exceeded those in November 
1936 by £18°6 million (24 per cent.); compared with 
October there was an increase of £1°2 million. The 
increase compared with a year ago was spread over 
the three main classes of merchandise, food, drink and 
tobacco rising by £6°0 million (16 per cent.), raw 
materials by £5°5 million (24 per cent.) and manufac- 
tured articles by £6°9 million (38 per cent.). 

Exports of United Kingdom goods last month were 
valued at £45°2 million, which was £2°0 million less 
than in October but £6°7 million (18 per cent.) more 
than in November 1936. Compared with a year ago, 
exports of food, drink and tobacco showed only a slight 
increase (£160,000), but raw materials rose by £0°8 
million (17 per cent.) and manufactured articles by 
£58 million (20 per cent.). 

The value of exports of imported merchandise (£5°3 
million) was £0°4 million less than in October, but 
nearly £1 million (22 per cent.) more than in Novem- 
ber 1936; most of this increase was in respect of manu- 
factured articles (£839,000), but there was also a sub- 
stantial increase (£301,000) in respect of food, drink 
and tobacco, while raw materials showed a decline of 
nearly £200,000. 


The value of goods transhipped under bond, which 
are excluded from the record of both imports and re- 
exports, amounted last month to £3°4 million, being 
£0'7 million more than in November 1936 and only 
slightly less than the highest total so far recorded for 
this trafic—in June last. 


The excess of imports over exports of merchandise in 
November was £46°8 million, as compared with £35°9 
million in November 1936; for the first 11 months the 
excess amounted to £387 million, or £76 million more 
than a year ago. 


Imports of bullion and specie last month (£19°6 
million) were £104 million less than in November 1936, 
while exports (£9°4 million) declined by £4:2 million. 
For the eleven months the excess of imports over ex- 
ports was £84 million, as compared with £207 million 
a year earlier. 


The information available from the Accounts 
wlating to Trade and Navigation enables the approxi- 
mate value in each month of our aggregate trade with 
British countries and with foreign countries to be 
ascertained. The particulars for the eleven montlis

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of food, drink 
and tobacco during November were valued at £43-1 
million, being very little less than in October, but £6:0

million (16 per cent.) more than a year ago. Every 
group in this class showed an increase as compared 
with November 1936, the largest occurring in respect 
of beverages (£1,247,000), grain and flour (£1,132,000), 
dairy produce (£934,000) and meat (£789,000). 

Total imports of grain and flour last month (20-7 
million cwts.) were 3 per cent. smaller than a year 
earlier, but the increase in the value of the imports 
mentioned. above represented a rise of 14} per cent. 
The decline in quantity was due to smaller imports of 
wheat; barley and wheat meal and flour were each im- 
ported on a substantially larger scale than in Novem- 
ber 1936, while there was a slight decline in respect 
of maize. The average value of the wheat imported 
in November continued the decline which has been in 
evidence in recent months, but increases were shown 
for barley, maize, and wheat meal and flour; for maize 
the average value rose to 6s. 5d. per ewt., the highest 
since 1930. In all four cases the average values sub- 
stantially exceeded those recorded in November 1936. 

Aggregate imports of meat during the month 
(2,288,000 ewts.) exceeded those of a year earlier by 
10 per cent. About half of the increase occurred in rv - 
spect of beef, but mutton and lamb, bacon, hams and 
poultry were all imported to a greater extent than a 
year ago. The average values of the beef, mutton and 
lamb and bacon imported during November each 
showed a decline as compared with October, but were 
all higher than the corresponding values in November 
1936. 


The quantities of butter, cheese and eggs imported 
during November were all less than a year earlier, but 
increases iu the average values of imports of these com- 
modities caused a considerable rise in the value of 
aggregate imports of dairy produce, as previously men- 
tioned; the average values were :—-Butter, £6 86. 9d. 
per ewt. (the highest since 1930), cheese, £3 7s. 7d. 
per cwt. (with one exception the highest since 1931) 
and eggs, 10s. 6d. per great hundred (the highest since 
1932). 

The total value of the fresh fruit and vegetables 
imported during the month (£3,079,000) exceeded the 
figure for November last year by £290,000 (10 per 
cent.). The increase occurred principally in respect of 
apples, onions and tomatoes. The quantity of onions 
imported was the same as a year earlier, but the 


- 


average value rose from 4s. 7d. to 10s. 3d. per ewt. 

Larger consignments of tea were received from each 
of the principal sources except the Dutch East Indies, 
and aggregate imports (68,665,000 lbs.) were more than 
one-third greater than a year earlier; the average value 
of the tea imported (1s. 24d. per lb.) declined some- 
what as compared with October, but was 14d. per lb. 
more than in November 1936. The quantity of raw 
sugar imported (3,375,000 cwts.) amounted to less than 
four-fifths of the corresponding figure a year ago, but 
the average value of the imports rose steeply to 
9s, 114d. per cwt., the highest since 1930. Imports of 
unmanufactured tobacco totalled 49,110,000 lbs., or 
26 per cent. more than a year ago; the average value of 
the imports rose to Is. 5d. per lb., the same as in 
November 1936. 


Raw Materials.—The value of imports last month 
of raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured 
(£28,348,000) was £400,000 more than in October and 
£5,518,000 (24 per cent.) greater than in November 
1936. Compared with a year ago, the most substantial 
increases were for wood and timber (£1,878,000), rubber 
(£887,000), non-ferrous ores and scrap (£877,000), oil- 
seeds, oils, etc. (£760,000), iron ore and scrap 
(£651,000) and raw cotton, ete. (£573,000). The only 
group to show a decline in excess of £50,000 was raw 
wool, etc. (£784,000). 

The following table gives comparative figures of the 
imports of some leading raw and semi-manufactured 
materials during November 1937, compared with earlier 
periods. In the case of the commodities retained 
imports of which differ widely from total imports, 
figures for retained imports are given in the table. 
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Imports of cotton and wool are included in the section 
dealing with textiles.

Manufactured Articles.—Imports during November 
of articles wholly or mainly manufactured were valued 
at £25,324,000, which was £937,000 more than in 
October and £6,934,000 (38 per cent.) more than in 
November last year. Of the twenty groups in this 
class, all but four showed increases in comparison with 
the figures for November 1936, of which the largest 
were for iron and steel and manufactures (£1,922,000), 
manufactured oils, including refined petroleum 
(£1,567,000), non-ferrous metals (£1,503,000), and 
paper, cardboard, etc. (£708,000), while six other 
groups showed increases of between £100,000 and 
£400,000. The only important decline was for leather 
and manufactures (£116,000). 


EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The value of exports of 
food, drink and tobacco last month (£3,983,000) was 
£541,000 more than in October and £160,000 more than 
in November 1936. Most of the latter increase was in 
respect of beverages and cocoa preparations (£127,000), 
though there was also an appreciable increase for 
‘* other food ’’ (£79,000), partly offset by a decline of 
£60,000 for fresh fruit and vegetables. In the 
beverages group, the increase was due to the resump- 
tion, after a check in October, of increased shipments 
of spirits, mainly to the United States. 


Raw Materials.—Exports during November of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £5,347,000, being £462,000 less than in 
October but £779,000 (17 per cent.) more than in 
November 1936. The decline compared with October 
was mainly in respect of coal (£338,000), which was 
also the main factor in the increase compared with a 
year ago, the value of the exports increasing by 
£891,000. Eight other groups showed increases—all 
less than £70,000—but these were more than offset by 
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a very substantial decline in exports of raw wool, ete, 
(£285,000). 


Exports of coal in November amounted t 
3,512,000 tons, being 374,000 tons less than in the 
previous month but 591,000 tons (20 per cent.) greater 
than in November 1936; the rise in total value repre. 
sented by the latter increase was 35 per cent. Exports 
to Italy, which were nil a year ago, totalled 217,009 
tons, while for other principal markets the largest in. 
creases compared with a year earlier were recorded 
for France (134,000 tons), Sweden (109,000 tons), 
Germany (42,000 tons) and Finland (41,000 tons). The 
largest decrease—39,000 tons—was in shipments to 
Algeria. Coa] shipped last month as bunkers for 
steamers engaged in the foreign trade and fishing 
vessels amounted to 995,000 tons, being 36,000 tons 
more than in October but 47,000 tons (4 per cent.) less 
than in November 1936. 


The average value of the coal exported, which, owing 
to changes in the relative quantities of the different 
descriptions of coal exported, fell slightly to 19s. 4d. 
per ton in October, advanced further last month to 
19s. 6d. per ton, the highest figure since January 1927, 
The corresponding value in November 1936 was 17s. 4d. 
per ton. 


Manufactured Articles.—Exports last month of 
articles wholly or mainly manufactured were valued at 
£34,682,000, which was £2,065,000 less than in 
October, but £5,810,000 (20 per cent.) more than a 
year ago. The groups showing the largest increases 
compared with November 1936 were machinery 
(£1,165,000), vehicles, including locomotives, ships 
and aircraft (£1,083,000), iron and steel and manufac- 
tures thereof (£1,029,000) and non-ferrous metals and 
manufactures (£426,000). Nine other groups showed 
increases in excess of £100,000, and the only decline 
recorded, for apparel, was under £1,000.

Iron and Steel.—The quantity of iron and steel im- 
ported last month (273,000 tons) was 52,000 tons more 
than in October and three times as great as in Novem 
ber 1936. The increase, compared with a year ago, con- 
sisted of 105,000 tons of erude iron and steel, 73,000 
tons of rolling-mill products and 4,000 tons of finished 
goods; the increased imports came mainly from 
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Belgium, France and the United States. Exports of 
British iron and steel last month—198,000 tons—were 
9,000 tons less than in October, but 5,000 tons more 
than in November last year. Compared with a year 
ago, exports of crude iron and steel increased by 7,000 
tons and rolling-mill products by 9,000 tons, but ex- 
ports of finished products as a whole fell by 11,000 
tons; declines of 13,000 tons and 4,000 tons were re- 
corded for galvanised sheets and tinned plates, respec- 
tively, but there was an increase of 4,000 tons for rail- 
way material. 


Machinery.—Iraports of machinery (11,700 tons) 
were 2,500 tons more than in November 1936; rolling- 
mill machinery showed an increase of nearly 1,000 
tons and machine tools of over 400 tons, while declines 
were recorded for printing and bookbinding machinery 
(300 tons) and agricultural machinery (200 tons). 
british exports of machinery last month were about 
the same as in October, and 8,300 tons more than in 
November 1936, the principal increases being recorded 
for boilers and boiler-house plant (2,700 tons), textile 
machinery (2,700 tons), and agricultural tractors (1,700 
ons). British India took 2,600 tons more than a year 
ago, while the markets showing the next largest in- 
creases were Australia (1,300 tons) and the Union of 
South Africa (1,200 tons). 


Vehicles.—The number of new private cars imported 
last month was 1,893, an increase of 603 compared with 
November 1936. The principal sources of supply of the 
increased imports were Germany and the United 
States. British exports of new passenger cars were 
the same in number as a year ago, but for new com- 
mercial vehicles and for second-hand vehicles 
passenger and commercial together—declines were re- 
corded. Exports of chassis, however, both commercial 
and other, were substantially greater than in Novem- 
ber 1986, and exports of both motor and pedal cycles 
continued to show a considerable increase compared 
with a year earlier. The value of new ships and boats 
exported amounted to £711,000 last month, as com- 
pared with only £11,000 in November 1936.

Retained imports of raw cotton in November (215-9 
million lbs.) were seasonally greater than in October 
and 41 per cent. more than in November 1936; for the 
first eleven months there was an increase of 78 million 
lbs. (6 per cent.) compared with a year earlier. Accord- 
ing to statistics published by the Liverpool Cotton Asso- 
Cation, deliveries of cotton to mills last month 
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(134'5 million lbs.) were 11 per cent. more than a year 
ago; during the first eleven months of the year they 
amounted to 1,369 million lbs., which was 5 per cent. 
more than in the corresponding period of 1936. The 
fall in the average value of imports from the high figure 
of last April (78d. per lb.) continued last month, when 
the value was 57d. per lb., as compared with 7:3d. 
per Ib. in November 1936. 

The quantity of cotton yarns exported last month was 
one million lbs. (8 per cent.) less than a year ago, but 
for the first eleven months there was an increase of 
7 per cent. Exports of cotton piece-goods last month 
(150°7 million square yards) were 2 per cent. less than 
in November 1936, owing mainly to a decline in exports 
of white goods. Consignments to India and British and 
French West Africa were again less than a year ago, 
while Venezuela and Germany also took appreciably 
smaller quantities, but shipments to the Argentine, 
British Malaya and Cuba showed substantial increases, 

Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool during 
November were only two-thirds of the quantity re- 
corded a year ago. The average value of the imports 
was 143d. per lb., compared with 15-7d. per lb. in 
October and 12°8d. per lb. in November 1936. Exports 
of sheep’s and lambs’ wool (2°6 million lbs.) were less 
than half the total in November last year, while ex- 
ports of wool tops and of woollen and worsted yarns 
also showed a substantial decline. For woollen and 
worsted tissues, however, there was a slight increase. 

As regards other textile materials, exports of linen 
piece-goods were considerably less than a year ago, but 
artificial silk tissues showed an increase. While ex- 
ports of flax and hemp yarns (7,000 ewts.) were 31 per 
cent. less than in November 1936, the value was 
slightly greater. The quantity of cordage and of jute 
sacks and bags exported showed little change, but for 
jute piece-goods there was a decline of 1:8 million 
square yards (17 per cent.) compared with a year 
earlier.

Exports or Importep MERCHANDISE 


The value of re-exports of food, drink and tobacco in 
November was £301,000 greater than a year earlier, over 
half of this increase being in respect of tea and cocoa. 
Raw materials showed a decrease in value of £192,000, 
re-exports of undressed fur-skins and of raw rubber 
declining by £873,000 and £117,000, respectively. 
Apart from these there was a general increase in re- 
exports of raw materials, the increase for wool amounting 
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to £76,000. A rise of £839,000 in the value of manufae- 
tured goods re-exported was mainly due to an increase 
of £748,000 for non-ferrous metals and manufactures, 
re-exports of which now consist very largely of consign- 
ments to the Soviet Union. Shipments of copper rose 
from 5,100 tons to 7,500 tons and of tin from 92 tons to 
1,727 tons, accompanied in each case by an increase in 
average values, while re-exports of both mercury and 
nickel were also considerably greater than a year earlier. 
A substantial increase of nearly £90,000 was recorded 
for the manufactured oils group. 


NEW ZEALAND 
TRADE EXPANSION: UNITED KINGDOM INFLUENCES 


By April 1936 a good foundation of recovery from the 
depression had been laid, and the subsequent period 
has been one of rapid trade expansion, writes H.M. 
Trade Commissioner in New Zealand in his latest 
*Report. 


Relevant statistics give evidence of greatly increased 
activity. For the 1936 calendar year the value of 
exports of merchandise at £56°8 million exceeded—in 
terms of the New Zealand £—the value recorded in 
1929, the last pre-depression year, and moreover regis- 
tered a higher total than ever attained previously. 
The value of imports increased during 1936 pari passu 
with the value of exports, but at £441 million was 
still £4°6 million below the total for 1929. In the first 
months of 19387 exports continued to expand in value 
at the same rate as in the previous year, but the 
increase in imports was much more rapid. The 
statistics of note circulation, cheque transactions, 
returns from sales tax, railway transport and totalisator 
investments have all shown marked increases. Prices 
have advanced all round. The number of unemployed 
has substantially decreased. 


CAUSES OF EXPANSION 


The causes of this expansion and improvement are 
not difficult to detect. Just as in 1980 and 1981 rapid 
falls in the prices of export products started the 
depression, so in the last two and a half years has the 
development of an upward movement in prices pro- 
moted recovery. The high level of wool prices main- 
tained during the 1936-37 season acted as a powerful 
stimulant. While any improvement in world prices 
affects New Zealand ultimately, she is peculiarly sensi- 
tive to conditions in the United Kingdom owing to the 
intimate nature of the trade relations existing between 
the Dominion and the homeland. Thus New Zealand 
derived direct benefit from the striking expansion of 
industry and commerce in the United Kingdom. 


Internally the policy adopted by the Government 
has been responsible for increasing the amount of 
money in circulation and raising the spending power 
of the people. Large sums have been expended on 
publie works and the relief of unemployment. An 
extensive programme of house building has been under- 
taken. Awards handed down by the resuscitated 
Arbitration Court have fixed minimum rates of wages 
and prescribed higher wage scales than previously 
adopted in a number of industries. The balance of the 
cuts ’’ enforced during the depression has been 
restored. In consequence of these measures the 
workers have been in possession of larger resources. 
while the introduction of the five-day working week 
has provided greater opportunity for spending.

INDUSTRIES, PRIMARY AND SECONDARY 


So far as the primary industries are concerned, thie 
export statistics indicate a satisfactory position, since

most of the exports consist of the products of the 
agricultural and pastoral industries. Though the high 
value attained by exports of wool has out-distanced 
advances in the value of other export products, butter, 
cheese and meat have all secured larger returns. 
The sheep farmer has over a considerable period 
received satisfactory prices for his sheep and lambs, in 
addition to the very high prices realised last season 
for wool. The dairy farmer has since August 1936 
been in receipt of guaranteed prices for butter and 
cheese, and has therefore been relieved of anxiety over 
price fluctuations in oversea markets. The position 
of the dairy farmer has not, however, been an entirely 
happy one, as he now complains that the increased 
burden of higher labour costs and rising prices for the 
articles required on his farm and in his household is 
not adequately covered by the guaranteed prices. 


The secondary industries have benefited from an 
increased demand for their products, and in many cases 
they have been working to capacity. Considerable 
expansion has taken place in the number of establish- 
ments in operation, the numbers of persons employed, 
and the value of production. The range of articles 
manufactured has been extended. As distinct from 
the agricultural and pastoral sections of the com- 
munity, and the factories preparing butter, cheese, 
meat, etc., for export, the true factory industries 
cannot look beyond New Zealand for a‘market. Some 
alarm has recently been expressed at the growing 
imports of competing products. It appears that, faced 
with reduced working hours, higher wages and an in- 
adequate supply of suitable labour, the factory indus- 
tries are unable to hold the field which they regard as 
their own against the inroad of manufactured goods 
from oversea. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S SociaL Ponicy 


Merchants and traders, whether engaged in import, 
wholesale or retail business, report very satisfactory 
increases in the volume of business passing, but they 
express the opinion that their net returns will be less 
than they had hoped to secure. This result they 
ascribe to higher working costs and to increased 
taxation. 


It is part of the declared policy of the Government 
now in power to raise the standard of living in New 
Zealand. The citizen is recognised to have the right 
to work or maintenance and to remuneration sufficient 
to provide everything necessary to an adequate stan- 
dard of living. Greater leisure and facilities for the 
enjovment thereof are included in this phrase. It is 
held that the resources of the Dominion, if properly 
developed, are adequate to provide for these objectives. 


The first steps towards putting this policy into effect 
have already been taken. Further social measures in 
prospect include the establishment of a national health 
insurance service, the provision of a superannuation 
and pensions system of general application to all in 
need of it, and the reorganisation of the educational 
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system in such a way as to provide maximum educa- 
tional facilities for all children. 


It may be argued that the immediate effect of the 
measures already adopted is to raise costs of produc- 
tion, unless compensation is provided by some such 
circumstance as an increase in demand, which would 
allow of the rise in fixed charges being spread over a 
larger output, or the adoption of more efficient methods 
of operation. There is no lack of statistical evidence 
showing increases in demand. The second alternative 
entails a time lag, but it is probable that improvements 
in organisation and the introduction of labour saving 
devices will assist in the desired direction. It is, 
however, generally admitted that a general rise has 
taken place in the costs of manufacture and production. 


TAXATION: FurtTHER INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


The receipts from taxation showed a large increase 
in the financial year ended 31 March 1937. In that 
year £31:2 million was raised, as against £25°5 million 
during 1935-36. There was thus an advance of £5°7 
million beyond the previous year’s total, which at the 
time established a record. Expenditure from the Con- 
solidated Fund in 1936-37 kept pace with revenue, 
leaving a surplus for the year of £472,029. While it 
is contended that this result was satisfactory as 
indicating the ability of the country to pay for the 
social measures introduced by the Government, it is 
also pointed out that the rate of taxation in New Zea- 
land—£19 14s. 10d. per head of the population—has 
now reached a point where it is among the highest in 
the world. 


Certain taxes, however, such as sales tax and the 
employment levy, were introduced at a time of 
extremity during the depression, and there is no indica- 
tion that they were then intended to be imposed 
permanently. It is not yet known what will be the 
cost of the further social measures contemplated for 
introduction during the coming session of Parliament. 


On the other hand, it may be asserted with truth 
that the natural resources of New Zealand have not yet 
been by any means fully developed, that a larger pro- 
portion of those at present without work can be brought 
into employment, and that a higher standard of effi- 
ciency can be introduced in both the primary and 
secondary industries. Further development of the 
secondary industries and the bringing under cultivation 
of areas of land which are not now productive are 
certainly contemplated. 


Measures are being taken under the Industrial 
Efficiency Act for the improvement of existing iudus- 
tries and the establishment of new ones. Considerable 
reserves of capital are available in New Zealand for 
profitable employment, and in the past large sums 
from Australia have bétn invested in manufacturing 
and mining enterprises in New Zealand. 


OVERSEA TRADE 


With occasional exceptions, namely in 1920 and 
1926, the visible trade of New Zealand has regularly 
shown a balance in her favour. This is required to 
meet the service of debt—domiciled mainly in the 
United Kingdom—which is estimated at about £8 
million a year, and certain other outgoings. It would 
seem that the Dominion has been spending during the 
last twelve months as much on imported goods as the 
value of her export trade warrants. No rapid expan- 
sion in the volume of her exports is likely. Provided 
prices remain at their present level—or advance—the 
country can pay her way, but a fall would before long 
cause a contraction in the quantity of imports which 
could be paid for without recourse to other resources.

UnitepD KinGpOM PREDOMINANCE IN NEW ZEALAND’s 
TRADE 


The predominance of the United Kingdom both asa 
market for New Zealand produce and as a supplier of 
the Dominion’s requirements is apparent from the fore. 
going table. The dependence of New Zealand upon 
the United Kingdom to provide a market for 80 per 
cent. of the Dominion’s exports entails that economic 
conditions in the United Kingdom react quickly upon 
conditions in New Zealand. This relationship has been 
well illustrated during the last few years, first in the 
period of depression and more recently in the process 
of recovery. 

It is noteworthy that of the territories with which 
New Zealand conducts the greater part of her trade 
only three, apart from the United Kingdom, viz. 
Belgium, France and Japan, bought more from her in 
1936 than they sold. Furthermore, the leading sup- 
pliers—next to the United Kingdom, viz. the United 
States, Australia and Canada, in each case increased 
in 1936 by substantial proportions the excess in value 
of the goods shipped to New Zealand above that of the 
articles imported from the Dominion. Both the United 
States and Canada have an advantage over the United 
Kingdom in respect of distance and, in consequence, 
the time and expense necessary to ship goods to New 
Zealand, while Australia enjoys both these advantages 
to a much greater extent. Furthermore, the deprecia- 
tion of the Australian pound to a level practically 
even with the New Zealand pound places the United 
Kingdom manufacturer under a heavy handicap in 
competing with the growing secondary industries of 
Australia. There is, however, undoubtedly room for 
greater effort on the part of United Kingdom manufac- 
turers to extend their sales of manufactured goods in 
New Zealand. 


So far as France and Belgium are concerned the wool 
purchased in New Zealand each year normally exceeds 
the value of the products which they ship to the 
Dominion. Japan, however, is in a category by her- 
self. Her trade with the Dominion has in the past 
usually shown a balance adverse to New Zealand, but 
in 1936 her purchases of wool, due in part to abstention 
from the sales in Australia during the first part of the 
season, were large enough to exceed an increased total 
of exports to New Zealand. 


While half-yearly periods do not provide a satisfac- 
tory basis for consideration of the balance of New Zea- 
land’s trade with individual countries, since exports 
are larger in the first than in the second half of the 
year, the position of the United Kingdom and the other 
countries principally concerned during the first half of 
1937 may be seen in the following table :—

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Causes OF INcREASED Import TRADE 


A general increase in purchasing power was respon- 
sible for much freer buying in 1936 and 1937. In the 
frst half of the latter year imports exceeded in value 
the total for the whole of the year in 1932 and 1933. 
The exceptionally high- returns from wool at the annual 
sales commencing in November 1936 contributed 
materially in this direction. Increases in wages, 
pensions, allowances, etc., and the improvement in the 
unemployment situation, all brought larger funds into 
circulation. 

In addition, a considerable purchasing movement 
took place in anticipation of higher prices for goods 
imported from oversea as well as for those made in 
New Zealand. Extensions have been made in the 
plant of factories and mines in order to compensate for 
higher wages and shorter working hours, as well as to 
cope with the increased volume of orders. The expan- 
sion of traffic has been responsible for additions to the 
rolling-stock used on the railways. Local authorities 
have embarked upon new works with the assistance of 
Government contributions towards the cost of labour, 
while the extensive programme of public works and 
housing undertaken by the Government has called for 
nereased importations of machinery and materials. 


NATURE OF THE INCREASE 


The expansion in imports was spread over a very 
wide range of commodities, and only in a few instances 
did articles of importance show a decline. Outstanding 
increases were shown by motor vehicles, 30,264 
vehicles valued at £4°5 million in 1936, as against 
2,842 vehicles and £3°2 million in 1935; motor spirit, 
86:4 million gallons, valued at £1°6 million, as against 
653 million gallons at £1°1 million; and electrical 
machinery, £1°8 million, as against £1°3 million. 
Other large increases were shown in cotton piece-goods ; 
silk and rayon piece-goods; woollen piece-goods; and 
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miscellaneous apparel and ready-made clothing; hard- 
ware, including iron and steel; and in many other 
classes of goods, details regarding which are given in 
H.M. Trade Commissioner’s Report. The only note- 
worthy declines occurred in motor tyres and sulphur. 

The increase which has continued during the current 
year has been equally general in its distribution. In 
the chapter in the Report upon the secondary indus- 
tries some details are given of larger imports of articles 
competing with the products of these industries. Other 
noteworthy examples are provided by yarns, floor 
coverings, piece-goods of cotton and rayon, iron and 
steel, hardware and cutlery, electrical machinery, 
sewing machines, machine tools, phosphates, sulphur, 
motor cycles and cars and motor tyres. 


THE Import TRADE OUTLOOK 


It is difficult to forecast the course of the import 
trade of New Zealand merely by studying the statistics 
of imports during the last few months. There is, for 
example, the possibility of a falling-off in imports due 
to over-stocking; but in any case it is evident from the 
increase shown in the totals of imports from Australia, 
Canada, the United States and Japan that keen com- 
petition must be expected from these countries. If 
there is any particular direction in which it is desirable 
that United Kingdom manufacturers should turn their 
especial efforts it would appear to be that of supplying 
industrial machinery for use in factories, mines, ete. 
It is doubtful whether the openings presented by these 
undertakings have been as assiduously or as success- 
fully cultivated as have the markets for such stan- 
dardised articles as textiles, apparel, metal manufac- 
tures, china, glass, ete. Whatever may be its imme- 
diate difficulties manufacturing industry will develop 
and expand in this Dominion as it has in others and 
will in the future, as in the past, provide valuable 
orders.

CARROTS 


The Treasury have issued, on the recommendation 
of the Import Duties Advisory Committee, the Addi- 
tional Import Duties (No. 10) Order, 1937 (S.R. & O., 
1937, No. 1098), which extends for a fortnight the 
period of the duty of 10s. per ewt. on carrots. This 
duty. begins to operate on 1 May and will now continue 
until 80 June each year. 

The extension is made in the interest of growers in 
the North of England, whose season is rather later than 
that of the South.

UNITED KINGDOM IMPORT AND 
EXPORT LIST 


The official Import and Export List for the year 199 
will be published by H.M. Stationery Office, Adastra 
House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, at the end of this 
month, price 9d. net. 


This List is issued annually, under the authority oj 
H.M. Treasury and Customs and Excise, for use oy 
and from 1 January. The List indicates the basis op 
which goods are classified for the purpose of the official 
trade returns of the United Kingdom. Importers anj 
exporters are required by law to declare upon appro 
priate forms full particulars of goods imported 
exported, in accordance with the classification laid 
down in the Import and Export List, in addition to 
particulars required for the purpose of the Customs 
and Excise Tariff. The List is prefaced by a series of 
notes intended to facilitate the correct entry of goods: 
merchants may be called upon to verify entered par. 
ticulars, and they are liable to penalties in the event 
of failure to supply full and accurate particulars. 


ANNUAL REVISION oF LIST 


Attention is drawn to the fact that the Import and 
Export List is revised annually; amendments to the 
List are made each year in order that the form and 
scope of the particulars published in the trade return: 
may be kept up to date in as comprehensive and 
detailed a manner as practicable, and also in order that 
the classification may be maintained as closely as 
possible in conformity with the Customs and Excise 
Tariff. 


The amendments made to the List for 1938 include, 
inter alia, important changes in the headings relating 
to prime movers, embroidery, and manufactures of 
artificial silk and staple fibre; the new List also makes 
it clear that imports and exports of ships intended for 
breaking up are to be declared as merchandise under 
Class II, Group C (Iron Ore and Scrap). Footwear, 
which has hitherto been included with Apparel 
(Class III, Group M), will in future form, a separate 
Group (III. N), and this has necessitated the re 
lettering of all subsequent Groups in Class III. 
Changes have been introduced in the method of record. 
ing imports and exports of bullion and coin of gold 
and silver; gold bullion will be recorded in ounces of 
fine gold (instead of by gross weight) and a distinction 
will be drawn between refined gold in bars in the form 
accepted in inter-bank transactions and other refined 
gold; gold and silver coin of legal tender in the United 
Kingdom will be recorded at its commodity or market 
value and not, as hitherto, at its face or currency value. 


The List does not afford information as to the rates 
of duty chargeable upon any of the goods or classes of 
goods enumerated.

TRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN 
NOVEMBER 


The British Iron and Steel Federation reports that 762,300 


tons of pig iron were produced in November, as compared 
with 769,600 tons in October, 643,100 tons in November 1936, 
and a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. 


The output last month included 161,200 tons of hematite, 
422,700 tons of basic, 148,200 tons of foundry and 14,200 
tons of forge pig iron. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of November numbered 135, 
as compared with 133 a month earlier. 


The November production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 1,178,300 tons, as compared with 1,133,600 tons 
in October, 1,001,300 tons in November 1936, and a monthly 
average of 638,600 tons in 1913. The output in November 
1937 is 15,300 tons above the previous record total, attained 
in September last, and also represents the largest daily rate 
of production so far recorded. 

The following table shows the average monthly produc- 
tion of pig iron and steel ingots and castings in the years 
1924 and 1929-36 and the production in each of the past 
thirteen months :—

BRITISH HONDURAS 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS, JANUARY— 
SEPTEMBER 


The value of imports during the first nine months of 1937 
was approximately 2,900,000 dollars, as compared with 
9,512,616 dols, in the corresponding period of 1936, states 
the ‘‘ British Honduras Gazette Extraordinary.’? The 
principal increases in the period under review are recorded 
in boots and shoes, 7,459 dozen pairs, valued at 68,583 dols., 
as against 5,253 dozen pairs, valued at 52,862 dols. in 1936; 
motor vehicles, 51, valued at 52,346 dols. (31 at 26,640 dols.). 
Imports of diesel oil rose from 239,669 gallons in 1936 to 
407,386 gals., and petrol from 377,565 gals. to over 451,000 
gals. There were also appreciable increases in foodstuffs 
such as rice, 19,777 ewts., as against 17,128 ewts. in 1936, 
and 10,607 cwts. of condensed milk, as compared with 8,282 
cwts. in the same period of 1936. 


Domestic Exports 


The total value of the domestic exports from the Colony 
during the period under review was practically unchanged 
at 1,035,926 dols., but re-exports decreased and the total 
value of the export trade was 1,913,196 dols., as compared 
with a total of 1,985,403 dols. in the corresponding period of 
1936. Bananas and coconuts are the only items which show 
appreciable increases, in the former the number of bunches 
shipped in the period ended 30 September having risen 
from 480,000 bunches in 1936 to over 771,000 bunches in 
1937. 


The export of coconuts reached a total of 2,850,000, an 
increase of over 800,000 over the 1936 figure; shipments 
of chicle so far this year have shown a slight decline, the 
figures being 1,069,111 lbs., as compared with 1,130,745 Ibs. 
in 1936. Exports of mahogany lumber amounted to 223,000 
cubic feet, as against 224,000 cubic feet a year earlier, 
while shipments of mahogany logs fell from 844,831 cubic 
feet in 1936 to about 712,000 cubic feet. It should be noted, 
however, that the figures for chicle and mahogany logs in- 
clude foreign produce exported through the Colony. 


Grapefruit shipments were disappointing, only 8,900 
ewts. being exported, as against 16,000 cwts. last year. 
Canned grapefruit also shows a decline, 124,000 lbs. having 
been shipped last year, as compared with only 92,000 Ibs. so 
far this year. : 


BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN OCTOBER 


The trade returns of British India for the month of 
October 1937, as compared with the preceding month, 
showed increases in the values of imports and re-exports, 
while exports showed a decrease, states a press note for- 
warded by H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta from the 
Director-General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics. 
The value of imports of private merchandise totalled 
Rs. 14,50 lakhs, an increase of Rs. 83 lakhs as compared 
with the preceding month. Exports of Indian produce and 
manufactures declined by Rs. 1,29 lakhs from Rs. 16,52 
lakhs in September 1937 to Rs. 15,23 lakhs in the month 
under report. Re-exports rose by Rs. 34 lakhs and were 
valued at Rs. 93 lakhs.

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure 
the total visible balance of trade in October was Rs. 2,91 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 4,25 lakhs 
in the preceding month. In the seven months ended Octo- 
ber 1937 the favourable balance of trade amounted to 
Rs, 25,82 lakhs. The balance of remittances of funds in 
October was minus Rs, 3,88 lakhs and in the seven months 
April-October 1937 minus Rs. 12,89 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with September 1937 imports of food, drink 
and tobacco in October declined by Rs. 10 lakhs to Rs. 1,40 
lakhs, and those of raw materials by Rs. 79 lakhs to Rs. 2,79 
lakhs, while imports of manufactured articles increased by 
Rs. 1,64 lakhs to Rs. 10,05 lakhs. 

Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of rice, not in 
the husk, declined from 76,000 tons to 50,000 tons in 
quantity and from Rs. 69 lakhs to Rs. 48 lakhs in value. 
There were increases of Rs. 11 lakhs under fruits and vege- 
tables and of Rs. 4 lakhs under liquors. 

Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil fell from 
24-3 million gallons to 16-4 million galls. in quantity and 
from Rs. 87 lakhs to Rs. 52 lakhs in value. Mineral oils, : 
other than kerosene, declined from 25-3 million galls. to 
195 million galls. in quantity and from Rs. 1,30 lakhs to 
Rs. 57 iakhs in value, owing to smaller arrivals of petroleum, 
dangerous, etc. Imports of raw cotton amounted to 7,100 
tons, valued at Rs. 72 lakhs, in October, as compared with 
4,400 tons, valued at Rs. 45 lakhs, in September. There 
was a decrease of Rs. 4 lakhs under precious stones and 
pearls, unset.

Under manufactured articles, the aggregate value of im- 
ports of cotton manufactures (including yarn) advanced by 
Rs. 62 lakhs to Rs. 1,79 lakhs. Twist and yarn rose from 
1-5 million lbs. to 2°3 million lbs, in quantity and from 
Rs. 18 lakhs to Rs. 25 lakhs in value. Cotton piece-goods 
improved from 42-2 to 74-7 million yards in quantity and 
from Rs. 87 lakhs to Rs. 1,40 lakhs in value. The number 
of motor cars, and motor lorries, buses and vans imported 
amounted to 1,739 and 1,306, valued at Rs. 32 lakhs and 
Rs. 18 lakhs, respectively, in October, as compared with 
1,055 and 1,114, valued at Rs. 20 lakhs and Rs. 15 lakhs, 
respectively, in September. There were increases under 
rayon yarn (+ Rs. 16 lakhs), carriages and wagons and 
parts thereof, for railways (+ Rs. 7 lakhs), and cotton 
(textile) machinery (+ Rs, 6 lakhs), while there was a 
decrease under copper, wrought (— Rs. 8 lakhs). 


VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with September 1937, exports of food, drink 
and tobacco in October declined by Rs. 20 lakhs to Rs. 5,18 
lakhs. Exports of spices, sugar and coffee showed an in- 
crease, while fruits and vegetables, grains and tobacco 
recorded a decrease. Exports of rice improved from 16,200 
tons, valued at Rs. 18 lakhs, in September to 16,500 tons, 
valued at Rs. 20 lakhs, in October. Shipments of wheat 
fell from 49,600 tons, valued at Rs. 50 lakhs, to 35,100 tons, 
valued at Rs. 35 lakhs. Dispatches of tea in October 
amounted to 54 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 3,82 lakhs, as 
against 53 million lbs., valued at Rs. 3,80 lakhs, in 
September. 

Raw materials and produce exported fell by Rs. 1,05 lakhs 
to Rs. 4,75 lakhs—seeds, raw cotton, raw hides and skins 
and raw wool being mainly responsible for the decline. 
Shipments of raw cotton further declined, and amounted to 
10,600 tons, valued at Rs. 59 lakhs, in October, as compared 
with 16,700 tons, valued at Rs. 96 lakhs, in September. 
Japan and Belgium took 37 per cent. and 12 per cent. in 
October, as against 17 per cent. and 8 per cent., respec- 
tively, in September, while the share of China dropped 
from 19 per cent. to 6 per cent. Dispatches of raw jute 
amounted to 76,400 tons, valued at Rs. 1,47 lakhs, in 
October, as against 48,200 tons, valued at Rs. 95 takhs, in 
September. Exports of raw wool amounted to 3-4 million 
Ibs., valued at Rs. 25 lakhs, in the month under report, as 
against 5-8 million lbs., valued at Rs. 43 lakhs, in the 
previous month. Shipments of seeds amounted to 60,000 
tons, valued at Rs. 93 lakhs, in October, as compared with 
93,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,52 lakhs, in September. Ground- 
nuts and linseed formed the bulk of the exports, and 
amounted to 30,000 tons and 23,000 tons in quantity and 
Rs. 45 lakhs and Rs. 36 lakhs in value, respectively. 

Articles wholly or mainly manufactured also showed a 
decline of Rs. 3 lakhs in October, as compared with Sep- 
tember, and were valued at Rs. 5.04 lakhs. Exports of 
cotton manufactures, including twist and yarn, were valued 
at Rs. 78 lakhs in October, as against Rs. 86 lakhs in 
September. Shipments of cotton yarn fell from 4-4 million 
Ibs. in September to 3-9 million lbs. in October in quantity 
and from Rs. 21 lakhs to Rs. 19 lakhs in value. Dispatches 
of cotton piece-goods (mostly coloured) amounted to 18 
million yards, valued at Rs. 52 lakhs, as against 21 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 58 lakhs, in September. The number 
of gunny bags exported improved from 49-6 million, valued 
at Rs. 1,14 lakhs, in September to 71-9 million, valued at 
Rs. 1,60 lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth shipped in 
October declined slightly from 149 million to 144 million 
and the value from Rs. 1,40 lakhs to Rs. 1,37 lakhs. Hides 
and skins, tanned or dressed, exported in October recorded 
a decline of 714 tons in quantity and of Rs. 19 lakhs in 
value, and stood at 1,435 tons, valued at Rs. 41 lakhs. 
Dispatches of pig iron amounted to 38,000 tons, valued at 
Rs. 19 lakhs, in October, which meant a fall of 9,000 tons 
in quantity and of Rs. 5 lakhs in value. 


TRADE WITH OverRSEA CouNTRIES: SHIPPING 


The share of the United Kingdom rose from 28 per cent. 
in September to 31 per cent. in October in imports, while 
it fell from 40 per cent. to 39 per cent. in exports. The 
shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in the 
month under report were 9, 19 and 6 per cent., respectively, 
under imports and 3, 3 and 8 per cent., respectively, under 
exports. 

The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India 
and cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during October 1937 amounted to 706,000 
and 808,000, respectively, as compared with 726,000 and 
704,000, respectively, in the preceding month.

Calcutta, 12 December.—Rainfall has been local, with 
few falls in places. 


Crop CoNnDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, 4 December.—Showers have fallen in Carnatic 
and in the south of the Presidency. Crops are in fair con- 
dition, except in Bellary and Anantpur. 


Bihar, 6 December.—No rain has fallen. Crops, includ- 
ing sugarcane, are in good condition except in flooded areas 
in Saran. The harvesting of winter rice and the crushing 
of sugarcane continues. Rabi sowing is being completed. 


Orissa, 6 December.—Rainfall has been light. Sugarcane 
is maturing in Cuttack. Castor and wheat have been sown. 
Mustard is in flower and pod and gingelly and tobacco are 
thriving. 

Central Provinces, 4 December.—The sky has been clear. 
The recent cold weather has affected cotton and juar. The 
harvesting of rice and khariff and the picking of cotton is 
progressing. The condition of rabi is satisfactory. Cotton 
has been damaged by pests in Berar. 


Punjab, 6 December.—The weather has been dry. No 
change has occurred in the condition of crops. 


Bengal, 8 December.—The weather has been dry, except 
for heavy showers in some districts in East Bengal. The 
harvesting of winter paddy continues and the cultivation of 
spring crops is proceeding. Crops are in satisfactory condi- 
tion except where heavy rain has damaged winter paddy. 

Assam, 13 December.—No change has taken place in the 
condition of crops.

Calcutta, 7 December.—The wholesale price index number 
for November issued by the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence and Statistics is 103, compared with 105 for 
October.—Trade Commissioner for India in London. 


BRITISH MALAYA 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—OCTOBER 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore reports that the 
total foreign trade of British Malaya (including parcel post, 
coin and bullion) during the first ten months of 1937 was 
£159,586,000, as compared with £108,666,000 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1936. This shows an increase of 
£50,920,000, an advance of 46-9 per cent. Imports rose 
from £48,592,000 to £68,710,000, an increase of 41-4 per 
cent. In exports the rise was 51:3 per cent., from

FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER WOOL SALES 
According to the Monthly Trade Bulletin, No. 9, 1937, The Trade Commissioner in London for the Union of 


published by the Office of Statistics, Jerusalem, imports 
of merchandise for consumption in September last totalled 
£P.1,185,694, as compared with £P.1,229,523 in August and 
£P.1,004,254 in September 1936. Imports were therefore 
greater by £P.181,440 than in September 1936, an increase 
of 18:1 per cent. They were, however, below the corre- 
sponding figure for September 1935 by £P.214,580, or 15-3 
per cent. 

As compared with August 1937 imports of raw materials 
and articles mainly unmanufactured showed a recession from 
£P.164,438 to £P.102,914; wholly or mainly manufactured 
articles also declined from £P.832,261 to £P.792,596; while 
food, drink and tobacco advanced from £P.228,165 in 
August 1937 to £P.283,670 in September 1937. 


Export AND TRANSIT TRADE 


Exports of merchandise of domestic produce in September 
last totalled £P.147,341, as against £P.153,055 in August 
and £P.72,319 in September 1936. In the month under 
review, therefore, exports were larger by £P.75,022, or 103-7 
per cent., than in September 1936. They also surpass the 
1935 figure for September by £P.91,551, or 164-1 per cent. 
The rise in exports over September 1936 is chiefly due to the 
increases, shown in parentheses, in exports of barley 
(£P.6,932) ; maize (£P.16,863) ; cakes of oil seed (£P.6,152) ; 
sesame (£P.7,465); raw and dried hides and _ skins 
(£P.10,146), and Dead Sea chemicals (£P.16,773). 

As compared with August 1937 exports of wholly or mainly 
manufactured articles decreased by £P.6,873, or 11:4 per 
cent., while exports of food, drink and tobacco and raw 
materials did not vary appreciably. 

Re-exports in September 1937 of goods previously re- 
corded as imports were valued at £P.49,016, as compared 
with £P.36,649 in August and £P.80,375 in September 1936. 

Re-exports from bond totalled £P.12,239 in September 
last, as against £P.10,699 in the previous month and 
£P.7,249 in September 1936. 

The value of transit trade, exclusive of Iraq Petroleum 
Company’s crude oil, totalled £P.64,493 in September last, 


as against £P.88,149 in the previous month and £P.46,026° 


in September, 1936. 

Crude oil in transit from Traq via Haifa totalled 219,084 
tons in September 1937, as compared with 165,608 tons in 
August last and 142,608 tons in September 1936.

In the list of supplying countries the United States 
(9:2 per cent. of total imports) ranked first in importance, 
and was followed by Algeria (8-9 per cent.), Great Britain 
(8-1 per cent.), Germany (7-7 per cent.) and Belgium- 
Luxemburg (7:3 per cent.), while as regards purchasing 
countries Algeria (13-9 per cent. of total exports) came first, 
and then Belgium-Luxemburg (13:2 per cent.), Great 
Britain (11:0 per cent.) and the United States (6-5 per 
cent.). Imports from and exports to Great Britain 
amounted to 2,754 and 2,118 million frs., respectively. 
There was thus a balance of 636 million frs. in favour of 
Great Britain. 

During the first ten months of 1937 the total weight of 
imports was 47-6 million tons, and exceeded the figure for 
the corresponding period of 1936 by 8-6 million tons. This 
excess was due to increased purchases of raw materials 
from abroad, mainly coal and mineral oils. Exports 
totalled 25-1 million tons, and showed a small increase of 
1:1 million tons.

FORMOSAN RICE CROP 
(From H.M. Consul) 
TAMSUI 
The estimate of the second Formosan rice crop for 1937 
recently published by the Rice Section of the Protective 
Industries Bureau and based on the conditions of 15 October, 
gives the area planted as 895,431 acres, a decrease of 43,374 
acres (4°6 per cent.) over the same crop for 1936, and an 
estimated production of 24,878,080 bushels, an increase of 
957,502 bushels (4 per cent.) over the actual production of 
the same crop for 1936 and of 1,708,726 bushels (7:37 per 
cent.) over the average of the corresponding crop for the 
past five years. The estimated yield per acre shows an in- 
crease of 9-04 per cent. over 1936 and of 15-09 per cent. 
over the average of the second crops of the past five years. 
Although growth of the rice plants in the North was some- 
what checked by low temperatures and continued rainy

weather, and in the Centre and South by insect pests and 
disease, the crop was favoured by the lateness of the mon- 
soon.

THE BALANCE OF TRADE 


According to the preliminary estimates of the Govern- 
ment Statistical Office, recently published in the ‘‘ Gazeta 
Polska,’’ imports in October 1937 amounted to 279,071 tons, 
valued at 106,111,000 zloty, and exports to 1,361,058 tons, 
exercised some influence on the shaping of the balance of 
2,215,000 zl. 

In recent months the liquidation of monies frozen in 
Germany due for railway transit traffic through Poland has 
exercised some influence on the shaping of the balance of 
trade. The liquidation of these monies in part by the 
import of goods reduces the activity of the trade balance 
without, however, necessitating an outflow of foreign 
currency from Poland. The balance of trade for October 
1937 contains about 900,000 zl., arising from the liquidation 
of these outstanding sums.

Counsellor at Bucharest, imports into Roumania during

1. Treasury Order.—Under the Import Duties (Exemp- 
tions) (No. 15) Order, 1937, made under the Import Duties 
Act, 1932, the works of art in paragraph 2 are exempted 
from general ad valorem duty subject to the conditions in 
paragraph 3. 

2. Goods to which the Order applies.—The Order applies 
to works of art of the following classes or descriptions : — 

(a) Sculptures, whether in the round, in relief, or in 
intaglio; and 

(b) Hand-engraved or hand-etched blocks, plates or 
other material, and hand-printed impressions, framed 
or unframed, thereof.

3. Conditions of admission under the Order.—Goods 
claimed to be exempt from duty under the Order must :— 


(a) be certified by or on behalf of the Director of the 
Tate Gallery as a work of art of one of the classes or 
descriptions mentioned in paragraph 2; 

(b) pending the issue of the certificate referred to at 
(a) above, be deposited and kept at the premises of 
Messrs. James Bourlet and Sons, Limited, 17/18, 
Nassau Street, Mortimer Street, London, W.1. 


4. Applications for Certificates and procedure in relation 
thereto.— 

(1) An application for a certificate must be in writ- 
ing, and must be made in duplicate, to the Director of 
the Tate Gallery and must include :— 

(a) the name, address and description of the 
applicant (if the applicant is not the same person 
as the importer, the name, address and description 
of the latter should also be stated) ; 

(b) the names and addresses, and descriptions of 
the consignor, and the consignee ; 

(c) a short description of the articles in respect 
of which the application is made, together with the 
name of the artist (if known), and the place at 
which the articles were produced (if known) ; 

(d) the class or description of works of art within 
which it is claimed that each article falls; 

(e) the place and date of importation ; 

(f) if the application relates to replicas of a 
sculpture or impressions of an engraved or etched 
block, plate or other thing :— 

(i) the number of replicas or impressions to 
which the application relates; and 

(ii) particulars of any other applications 
known to the applicant and made in respect of 
replicas of that sculpture. 

(NoTe.—Forms of application may be obtained 
from the Secretary, Customs House, London, E.C.3, 
from the Director of the Tate Gallery or from 
Messrs. James Bourlet and Sons, Limited.) 

(2) An application for a certificate in respect of a 
replica of a sculpture or of a sculpture must be accom- 
panied by a photograph of the replica or of the sculp- 
ture as the case may be. 

(3) Any article in respect of which exemption is 
claimed under the Order must be deposited and kept, 
pending the production of a certificate issued by or on 
behalf of the Director in respect thereof or payment of 
duty, at the premises of Messrs. James Bourlet and 
Sons, Limited, at 17/18 Nassau Street, Mortimer 
Street, London, W.1. 

(4) An article, while so deposited, must be available 
for inspection by the Director, or by any person 
authorised by him in that behalf, at such times as may 
be convenient to the Director. 

(5) 1f, within one month after the deposit as afore- 
said of any article, no certificate in respect thereof has 
been produced and the duty has not been paid, the 
Commissioners of Customs and Excise may sell or other- 
wise dispose of the article. 


5. Entry.—A person desiring to import a work of art 
under the Order must enter the goods on entry Form No. 
107 (Sale) in duplicate and produce satisfactory advices 
or packing slips containing particulars of the goods. A 
declaration in the following terms is to be made on the 
entry by the importer :— 

‘‘T declare that an application has been or will be 
made to the Director of the Tate Gallery for a certifi- 
cate under the Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 15) 
Order, 1937, for the goods covered by this Entry and I 
undertake that they will be removed to the premises of 
Messrs. James Bourlet and Sons, Limited, 17/18, 
Nassau Street, Mortimer Street, London, W.1, for pro- 
duction there with seals intact to the proper Officer of 
Customs and Excise.” 


This declaration may be made by an authorised agent 
provided a specific authority from the importer relating to 
the consignment is produced. 


6. Security for duty.—Security must be given to cover 
(1) any duty which may become chargeable and (2) the 
removal of the goods to the premises of Messrs. James 
Bourlet and Sons, Limited. This security may be given 
either by a deposit of the amount of duty involved or by 
bond.

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If the consignment is certified by the Director of th 
Tate Gallery, the deposit will be refunded or the liability 
under the bond discharged. : 

If a certificate is refused by the Director for the whole 
or any portion of a consignment, duty must be paid thereon 
to the Collector at the port of importation. If a deposit 
has been made, it will be adjusted and any excess sum paid 
refunded. 

Goods for which a certificate is refused must be duty paid 
and removed within one month of their arrival at the 
approved premises. 


7. Removal to the approved premises.—The packages 
must be produced to the Customs Officer at the importing 
ship’s side for wiring and sealing before removal.

8. Postal importations.—If the works of art are to kk 
imported by parcel post, the consignor abroad should mark 
the packages before despatch with an indication of their 
contents, e.g. ‘‘ etchings for certification.’”? Packages so 
marked will be advised to the addressee. The goods must 
be entered as directed in paragraph 5 above, and the postal 
authorities requested to re-address them to c/o Messrs, 
Bourlet and Sons, Limited, 17/18, Nassau Street, Mortimer 
Street, London, W.1. Security (see paragraph 6) must be 
given before the packages can be delivered. The Customs 
and Excise Officer at 209,Great Portland Street, London, 
W.1, and the Director of the Tate Gallery must be informed 
as in paragraph 7 above, immediately a package arrives at 
Messrs. Bourlet’s premises. 

9. Importation in baggage.—Goods imported in the 
baggage of passengers must be entered and security given 
in accordance with the directions contained in paragraphs 
5 and 6. 


10. Goods in warehouse.—Goods ex bonded warehouse for 
which exemption is claimed under the Order are to be 
removed to the approved premises in the same way as goods 
ex ship. 

11. Bulky or fragile articles—Where the Commissioners 
of Customs and Excise are satisfied that the circumstances 
are exceptional, e.g. where the article is of exceptional 
bulk or fragility, it may be deposited and kept elsewhere 
than at Messrs. Bourlet’s premises. Application must be 
made in writing in such cases to the Secretary, Custom 
House, London, E.C.3, giving full particulars.

AUSTRALIA 


PROHIBITED IMPORTS REGULATIONS: 
MODIFICATION OF LICENSING SYSTEM 


Regulations under the Australian Customs Act were 
issued on 22 May 1936 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 18 June 1936 (pages 902-3) ) prohibiting the importation 
into the Commonwealth of certain goods, when of other 
than British Empire origin, unless the consent of the 
Minister for Trade and Customs had first been obtained. 
Motor vehicle chassis were prohibited from importation 
(except with the Minister’s consent) if produced in any 
country other than the United Kingdom. 

In September 1937 it was announced that a quota for 
motor vehicle chassis of Canadian and U.S.A. origin for the 
years ending 30 April 1939 and 30 April 1940 had been 
fixed at 100 per cent. of the importations during the year 
ended 30 April 1936. 

The Minister for Trade and Customs made an announce- 
ment in the House of Representatives, Canberra, on 
7 December 1937, as follows :— 


‘* Tt is the intention of the Government to make a 
change in the licensing system introduced on 22 May 
1936, and to substitute a system of adequate duties 
where such action is necessary for the protection of 
Australian industry. The import quotas at present 
applying to motor chassis, however, will be retained. 
The motor chassis quota will continue on the present

basis, which provides for the annual importation of 
chassis equal to the number imported during the twelve 
months ended 30 April 1936. In the case of other goods 
now subject to restrictions under the licensing system, 
the action necessary to determine duties adequate to 
protect industries ‘established under the licensing 
restrictions, or industries which have either extended 
manufacturing operations or have laid plans for estab- 
lishment, will be put in hand forthwith. It will not, 
however, be possible to determine and apply the duties 
ab once, A change-over from the licensing system to 
duties cannot be made until Parliament meets after the 
recess, and in appropriate cases reference will be made 
to the Tariff Board. In the meantime, the licensing 
system will be administered on the following basis :— 


(1) In the case of goods which are not competitive 
with Australian industry, licences will be 
granted for importation irrespective of the 
country of origin; 

(2) In the case of goods competitive with Australian 
industry, the licensing restrictions at present 
in force will operate until duties, adequate to 
the protection of the industries concerned, have 
been determined and applied ; 


(3) In the case of motor chassis, importation will 
continue on the present basis. 


The Commonwealth has arrived at this decision in the 
light of its experience over the last twelve months and 
after carefully considering the factors operating for and 
against the retention of the licensing system, including 
the improvement in the trade balance since the restric- 
tions were first introduced.” 


Following on the above declaration of policy, it was 
oficially announced on 8 December 1937 that the Minister 
had decided to grant import permits freely, irrespective of 
country of origin, in respect of the goods specified in the 
attached schedule.

3 December until further notice. 


The export bounty on live turkeys remains payable at the 
rate of 3d. per lb. or a sum equivalent to the United King- 
dom Customs duty, whichever is the less. 


The ‘Irish Free State Gazette ’’ of 10 December con- 
tains a notice issued by the Department of Agriculture 
which provides for the payment of a bounty of 3d. per Ib. 
on all dead turkeys exported under Bond during the period 
3 December 1937 to 31 January 1938. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF CHANGES 

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded. to the Board of Trade a copy of the ‘‘ Emergency 
Imposition of Duties (No. 131) Order, 1937,’’ made by the 
Executive Council of the Irish Free State on 7 December, 
which provides for the imposition of the duties as follows :-— 


1. A duty of 40 per cent. ad valorem or 4d. per square 
yard, whichever is the greater, on linen, cotton or union 
woven piece-goods which 

(a) are of a type ordinarily used in the manufacture of 

the following articles, that is to say, dungarees or 
similar protective garments for wear by men, bed 
sheets, bed ticks and bed mattresses, or 


(b) are terry. 


2. A duty of 40 per cent. ad valorem on woven piece-goods 
of any of the following descriptions, that ts to say: 

(a) Binen piece-goods, 

(b) cotton piece-goods, 


(c) union piece-goods which consist only of a combination 
of two or more of the following fibres, that is to 
say, cotton, flax, hemp, ramie, jute, hair (other 
than mohair and camel hair), silk and artificial silk. 


(d) union piece-goods which consist wholly or mainly of 
cotton and wool and are less than seven ounces in 
weight per square yard and are of a type ordinarily 
used in the manufacture of any of the following 
articles—shirts, towels and table linen. 


These articles were previously dutiable at 33! per cent. 
ad valorem.

(8) is piqué cloth of cotton, other than cloth of a type 
suitable for use in the manufacture of dungarees

QUOTAS FOR INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTS 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’? of 4 December announces 
that, in the case of industrial products (except chemicals) 
Which are subject to quota and for which licences are issued 
in France, importers wishing to import during the first 
quarter of next year should send their applications to the 
competent inter-trade committee before 20 December. A 
list of the inter-trade committees may be seen at the Depart- 
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ment of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 
S.W.1. Applications not received by the due date will not, 
in general, be considered until the last month of the quarter, 
and then only in so far as there may be an unused balance 
of the quota. 

The announcement reminds the importers that, unless 
they have already supplied these particulars, their appli- 
cations should give details of their imports during the period 
chosen as the basis for the allocation of the quota in 
question, In general, the basic period is the years 1932, 
1933, 1934 and 1935, but an exception to this rule is made 
in certain cases.

DUTY ON CERTAIN PENCILS INCREASED 


The French ‘“ Journal Officiel ” of 5 December contains 
a Decree, dated 3 December, which increases the French 
Customs duty on pencils with casing of white wood, not 
dyed inside, even if varnished outside, and carpenters’ 
pencils of coarse white wood, from 372-70 francs per 100 
kilogs to 17 frs. per kilog (under the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff) 
if they contain graphite leads with round section. Those 
containing other leads are not affected. Pencils proved to 
have been sent direct to France before 5 December will be 
admitted at the former rate if declared for consumption 
without having been warehoused.

TISSUES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 22 July (page 131) regarding the imposition 
of import restrictions on certain rayon tissues, it should be 
noted that the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 12 December 
contains a Decree and Order, dated 8 December, which 
extend these restrictions to apply also to tissues of pure or 
mixed rayon imported in the piece with hemmed border 
(ex Tariff No. 460 ser). 


EXPORT DUTY ON CERTAIN CATTLE BONES 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 8 December contains 
a Decree, dated 24 October, which increases from 7-80 francs 
to 9-50 frs. per 100 kilogs gross the duty levied on the 
export from France of raw cattle bones, except pulverised 
bones (bone meals and filings, including green hone meals 
and bone meals with gelatine removed).

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”’ of 10 December announces

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON COTTON TEXTILES 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) of 4 December contains 
an Order, dated 3 December, which fixes the quotas for the 
import of foreign (non-French) cotton textiles into French 
Indo-China during the period 1 January to 30 June 1938; 
these are the same as for the previous six months. 


GERMANY 


IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for October 1937 as 12,117,100 metric tons (i.e. 
an increase of 62 per cent. over 7,500,000 metric tons). 

In accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement 
of 13 April 1933, between the United Kingdom and Ger- 
many, the quota for imports of United Kingdom coal and 
coke into the German Customs Area for December 1937 has 
been correspondingly increased from the minimum of 180,000 
to 291,600 metric tons. 


HAYTI 


SURTAX ON IMPORT DUTIES INCREASED: 
EXPORT TAX ON COFFEE REDUCED 


H.M. Representative at Port au Prince reports, by tele- 
graph, that the export duty on coffee has been reduced by 
one dollar per bag of 50 kilogs, for the months of December 
and January. 


Tn compensation, all import duties, except those exempted 
under Article I of the Hayti-U.S.A. Treaty of 1935, are 
subject to an additional surtax of 10 per cent., effective 
immediately for an indefinite period, making a total surtax 


of 20 per cent. 


{Particulars of the duty reductions under Article I of 
the Hayti-U.S.A. Treaty of 1935 were published in the 
“Board of Trade Journal’ of 6 June 1935 (page 912). 
The duties on certain other commodities, including glass, 
cast-iron pipes and tubes and accessories, pharmaceutical

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rome re.

press, the Under-Secretary for Trade and Exchange is rp. 
ceiving applications for free exchange for the payment of 
manufacturing rights and the purchase of foreign patents, 
some of which refer to contracts concluded since the present 
foreign exchange regulations came into force. The Under. 
Secretary has accordingly laid down that in future the con. 
clusion of contracts for the purchase of foreign patent 
rights or for manufacture under licence from foreign 
patentees is subject to his approval.

URUGUAY 


CONVERSION RATES FOR PAYMENT OF 
DUTIES IN GOLD 


With reference to the notice, under the above heading, in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 11 November (page 641), 
H.M. Consul at Montevideo reports, by telegraph, that the 
rate or multiplier for the conversion of Uruguayan Customs 
duties from gold into currency has been reduced from 2.681 
to 2.674 in the case of goods imported from countries with 
an exchange quota (the United Kingdom is in this category) 
and from 3.351 to 3.342 in the case of goods imported from 
countries with an exhausted exchange quota or without 
such quota. 


[Note.-With the exception of certain goods which are 
exempted from part-payment of the duty ‘‘ in gold,’’ 25 per 
cent. of Uruguayan Customs duties have to be paid “ in 
gold’’ as the general rule, but the duties on a few classes 
of goods are payable 50 per cent. ‘‘ in gold.’’*]

The Post Office London Directory for 1938. Published by 
Kelly’s Directories, Limited, 186, Strand, London, W.C.2; price, 
cloth 55s. net, or leather 70s. net. 

London streets which have been rebuilt so extensively in the 
past few years are now being renamed at such a rate that the 
1938 (139th annual publication) Post Office London Directory 
records no fewer than 700 streets with new names and prints a 
list of another hundred or two which are to be renamed soon. 

Some picturesqueness is bound to go in the process. Noah’s 
Ark Alley, S.E.1, has been incorporated in White Hind Alley, 
and they have both been renamed Henslowe Passage. Some- 
times there has been compensation. Falcon Court in the 
Borough—it had a rival in Fleet Street—has become very 
properly Little Dorrit Court. Was it a hidden rationalism 
that made Providence Place, 8.E.8, into Comet House Place? 
The rival Pump Court on the south bank of the Thames has 
become a piece of Union Street, and the Pump Court in the 
Temple gains uniqueness thereby. (There is a Puma Court in 
Stepney, but that is another story.) 

Two of the four Trafalgar Squares have suffered a name 
change. That in Chelsea has become Chelsea Square, the 
other in §.E.15 becomes Buller Square. Great Tongue Yard 
has diminished into Tongue Alley, and by a sad predestinate 
greying-down Great Pear] Street, E.1, becomes Calvin Street. 

Among the changes to come, the other Bond Street, that in 
Vauxhall, is to become Bondway, there is a Broad Yard which 
is, delightfully, to become Quick Place, and a Little White

London changes, and its trades change with its streets.

Fruit. 


A summary of figures of production and trade 
between 1930 and 1936 relating to apples, 
pears, bananas, citrus fruit, grapes, wine, 
raisins and currants, canned fruit. 
A distinctive feature of the United Kingdom 
trade in fresh fruits has been the marked 
growth of the imports from Empire sources, 
which both in 1935 and 1936 were seven times 
greater than in the years before the War.
